The Secrotary of tho United Statos Nav: 
hag decided that the now warshipsshall not 
receive electric applisnces for their turret 
movements, failure having so far attended 
theattompts which have een mad, though 
in the beginning these were regarded as 
eminently satisfactory. Therefore the 
Iinvis, Alabama, and Wisconsin will be. 
furnished with hydraulic apparatua as in 
our own ships. Tho turrets of the arm- 
oured cruiser Brooklyn, which are naved by 
electricity, demonstrated that, though the 
trials hed proved satisfactory in a measure, 
the progress secomplished in such appara- 
tus was yet quite insuflicient to justify the 
general application of the 
good deal of dissatisfaction is felt that it 
has been found necewary to despatch the 
Indiana, which is to be followed by threo 
other vessels, to Halifax, to be docked. 


THE GLOWWORM'S LIGHT. 

Until recently it was believed _ that 
oxygen rendered tho protoplasm .of the 
organ phosphorescent with disengagement 
of phosphuretted hydrogen ; but Professor 
Marsolu, following the bint of Becquerel, 
the French chemist, lo the cifect that salta 
pf uranium dnd other fldorescont’ bodies 
femil rays similar to the Rontyen rays, haa 
found that glowwormlight also behaves like 
these sys. Threo hundred ylowwormsa 
caughtacar Kioto (the epurt.is popular with 
the Japanese Indies in midsummer) were 
placed in front of phatgraphic plates sereen- 
ed from the light by several . thicknesses 
of Vlack paper, as well as plates of 
brass, copper, and aluminium, A. card- 
board with a hole in it wos’ pliced 
between the metal and the photographic 
plate. For two days Uhe arrangement was 
kopt ina dark chamber sheltered from all 
foreign lights, and on developing the plate 
it was foiind blackened by the rays except 
opposite the hole inthe cardboard. The 
rays of the glowworm can therefore pone- 
trate motal, especially aluminium and cop- 
par, and appeur tu excite luminosity in card- 
board. When thereis uuthing letween the 
sensitive plate and the glowworm it hehaves 
liko ordinary light, but in traversing some 


metals. and cardboard it seems to acquire 
properties of the X rays, or else the glow- 
worm umils X ag well as ordinary rays.

TB CHINESE AT SINGAPORE. 

+ THE THREATENED Rion. 
Singaporo, Oct. 4. 

The anticipated Chinese disturbances,- a8 
a gool many people suspectel, did not 
come off this morning: nor is there now 
any likelihood of any breach of the peace. 
‘That is due probably to the fact that the 
Chinese, who, no doubt, are feeling the 
late rise in prices, and see that their 
money will not go so far as before in 
purchasing the necessaries of life, have 
really no grievanco of a tangible’ nature 
that they can put-on anybody's shoulders. 
It is also possible that the incrsased police 
vigilance and the special precautions taken. 
on Saturday and Sunday, along with the 
fact that o notorious instigator of disorder 
has been arrosted for deportation, con- 
vineed those who were disposid to abet a 
disturbance that the game was too danger- 
ous ta take a hand in. : 

Jt is understood that the civil and mili- 
tary authorities had been in free communi- 
eation with each other, and that H. FE. 
the Governor had signified beforehand 
his consent to all the steps allowed’ by tho 
law that might become necessary to repress 
disorder. ‘The Rifle Brigade bad been 
practising picket and patrol duty through 
the Tanglin district-for « couple of morn- 
ings or so, which incidentally put the batta. 
lion in sufficient evidence to reassure timid 
minds in that quarter. The house-to-house 
pulico visitation ofthe various coolio depota 
and lodging “houses on Sandsy afternoon 
and ovening and through the night had an 
excellent effect. Amung thu other precau- 
tions, (some of which cannot hero be specifi- 
ed as being of s confidential naturo) were 
the transfer last‘nizht of an extra Company 
of the, Rifle Brigade, under (opt.

Singapore, Oct, 4. 

‘Ths news that Mr Malcolm Bean, a former 
resident: of Singapore, had died in Java, 
which reached Singapore last week, is, we
